STARVATION OF BEES

Lr.ek of BI‘III]'.I"CH Found to He Chicef
Foetor.

That proper insulation of t:e Qiives
and an adequate supply of stores will
greatly reduce tho winter losseés now
suffered by beekeepers was pointed
out in the issue of the news letter
for October 20. Flgures for the loss-
es in the winter of 1914-15, compiled
by the department and published in
bulletin 325, now present pdditional
evidence on this polint. .

For the entire country the ayerage
loss last winter was 12.6 pér cent.
The chief factor in this total was
starvation, to which iwas attributed
the destruction of 2,2 per cent of the
colonfes. It i{s not unlikely, how-
ever, that the actual loss was greater
than this estimate, for many' bée-
keepers who omitted to assign any
reason for the deatl of thelr bees
were probably reluctant to admit that
their neglect of a simple precaution
was responsible,

proper feeding of sugar sirup in the |
